N ew X ork, Nov. 28.—Eleven arm ored 
ships to cost about $66,000,000 w hen fin­ 
ished are a ttra c tin g shipbuilding experts 
to th*' navy dep artm en t th is week say* 
a T ribune special from 
W ashington. 
They will m ake final stndies of the plans 
and specifications, to w in in the great 
com petition ll days hence, w heu the 
bids w ill be opened for perhaps the 
largest construction contracts ever u n ­ 
taken a t a single tim e by the g o v ern ­ 
m ent. 
T he am ount at stake at noon on 
Dec. 7, according to the congressional 
appropriation for hulls and m achinery 
alone, w ill aggregate $42,000,000, and 
w ithin th is sum the bids w ill be con­ 
fined, the rem aining $24,000,000 requir- 
od to fu rn ish the guns, arm or, equip­ 
m ent and stores of the vessels being 
reserved by the navy d ep artm en t for 
expenditure 
afte r 
the 
vessels 
are 
launched and nearly ready for service. 
C erta in ty of brisk com petition 
has 
been brought about by the peculiar 
w ording of the tw o appropriation ac­ 
counts causing these ships and by delay 
in designing tw o classes of cruisers and 
battleships of w-hich tho d epartm ent 
took advantage in stip u latin g th a t all 
bills be opened on a single day. 
The 
act of M arch 3, 1899, provided for three 
battleships and three arm ored cruisers, 
and the act of Ju n e 7, UKK), added tw o 
m ore battleships 
and three arm ored 
cruisers, each class under both acts be­ 
ing identical and the lim it of cost of 
hulls and m achinery for each vessel be­ 
ing $3,600,000 in th e case of the b attle­ 
ships and $4,(XX),OOO in the cruisers. 
T he probable distribution of the con­ 
struction of the ll big vessels has be- 
come very in terestin g in view of an in ­ 
terpretation of tw o acts of congress by 
Ju d g e A dvocate G eneral Lem ley of the 
navy. 
He finds th a t the Pacific coast 
under th e tw o acts can secure three bat­ 
tleships an d one cruiser, or three cru is­ 
ers and one b attlesh ip ,or tw o battleships 
ane tw o cruisers. 
T h at coast is en titled 
to not m ore than four vessels, being lim ­ 
ited to tw o u n d er each act. 
The rem ain in g seven vessels m ust be 
b u ilt on the A tlantic. 
Each act im pos­ 
es additional restrictions as to the n u m ­ 
ber of vessels w hich m ay be built by 
oue co n tractin g p arty and in th is p a r­ 
ticu lar according to C aptain L em ley’s 
findings a single bidder on the A tlantic 
m ay secure as a m axim um four b attle ­ 
ships and tw o cruisers, or four cruisers 
and tw o battleships, m aking in all six 
vessels b ut no bidder can secure 
three 
of one type aud three of an o th er or five 
of oue type. 
The Scotts of San Francisco declare 
they w an t m ore than four ships and if 
th eir bids appear to entitle th e re to m ore 
than th a t num ber the secretary of the 
navy w ill subm it the m atter to atto rn ey 
general for decision aud if this goes 
against them the builders of the Oregon 
w ill appeal to congress to place them on 
an equality w ith th eir eastern com peti­ 
tors.

— A virtual 
agreement upon the essential features 
of proposed legislation for the army has 
bomi reached by war department offi­ 
cials with the president’s approval and 
that of the congressional leaders.

provides for a permanent standing army 
organization with a minimum strength 
of 50,(KX) men to be increased as occasion 
demands by doubling the sizs of compa­ 
nies in the discretion of the president as 
commander-in-chief and subject to the 
limitation of annual appropriations. The 
new line organization will provide suf­ 
ficient officers, about 4000 in excess of 
those at present in the regular establish­ 
ment to meet the requirements of e nu* 
panics of 70 men each. 
These compa­ 
nies may be inci eased to 140 meu each 
without additional officers. 
Permanent 
allowance will bo mado for 18.000 artil­ 
lerymen 
in 
regimental 
organization 
which are needed for Die coast defenses. 
The framers of the adopted plan favor 
empowering the president to enlist na­ 
tives in the Philippines not to exceed 
I a,OOO meu, as needed, to be organized 
in regiments with American officers, 
after tho English manner of fighting re­ 
bellious natives with their people. Gon. 
MacArthur has urged this step, and 
gives assurances that he can easily se­ 
lect experienced officers from the volun­ 
teers iu his division, aud will have 
l o 
difficulty in getting desirable enlistments 
for an efficient and loyal naval contin­ 
gent similar to tho Maeabbee cavalry, 
now 500 strong. 
The new permanent organization 5000 
strong, is confidently believed to be in­ 
sured, not a doubt being expressed by 
the war department officials and con­ 
gressional leaders that the house and 
senate are prepared to agree promptly 
to tho new military basis.
